RoxbuRy  CoMMuiNiTy  CollEqE 


Years  of  dreaming  and  planning  came  to  life  in  1 973,  when 
Roxbury  Community  College  opened  its  doors  in  the 
Grove  Hall  area  of  Roxbury.  Despite  less  than  perfect 
surroundings  -  its  location  was  a  former  car  dealership  -  RCC's 
dedicated  faculty,  staff,  and  administration  served  the  educational 
needs  of  four  hundred  students.  The  College's  mission,  as  it  is 
now,  was  to  provide  higher  education  to  those  Boston  residents 
who  found  most  other  avenues  to  higher  education  closed. 

A  global  village,  RCC's  multicultural  and  ethnically  diverse  student 
population  has  set  it  apart  from  other  community  colleges  in  the 
Commonwealth.  Although  most  of  our  students  are  from  Boston 
and  surrounding  communities,  many  come  from  all  corners  of  the 
world  including:  North  America,  Central  America,  South  America, 
Africa,  Asia,  the  Middle  East,  and  Europe.  International  students 
also  hail  from  Brazil,  China,  Trinidad,  Peru,  Barbados,  Nigeria, 
Haiti,  and  Jamaica. 

In  1 975,  growth  was  the  impetus  for  a  move  to  424  Dudley  Street, 
a  former  nursing  home.  This  move  permitted  the  expansion  and 
strengthening  of  academic  programs  and  student  services.  The 
college  continued  to  grow,  which  precipitated  another  move  in 
1 982  to  the  former  site  of  Boston  State  College  on  Huntington 
Avenue.  As  the  college  continued  to  shift  its  service  base  to  meet 
expanding  enrollment,  the  goal  to  establish  a  permanent  home  for 
Roxbury  Community  College  in  the  heart  of  the  communities  it 
serves,  remained  strong. 

With  much  anticipation  and  fanfare,  Roxbury  Community  College 
built  its  new  home  as  the  cornerstone  of  the  Southwest  Corridor 
in  the  Spring  of  1 988.  This  1 5  acre  campus  includes  a  state-of-the- 
art  Media  Arts  Building,  Academic  Building,  Administration 
Building,  Student  Center,  Reggie  Lewis  Track  and  Athletic  Center 
and  on-site  parking.  In  addition  to  the  1 5  acre  Columbus  Avenue 
Campus,  Roxbury  Community  College  has  an  additional  campus  at 
989  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

With  renewed  commitment,  Roxbury  Community  College  is 
poised  to  enter  the  twenty-first  century,  continuing  its  legacy  of 
providing  educational  opportunities  for  all  who  enter  its  doors. 


Commencement  AddREss 


PROVOST  DAVID  HALL 

NORTHEASTERN  UNIVERSITY 


David  Hall  was  appointed  Provost  and  Senior  Vice  President 
for  Academic  Affairs  at  Northeastern  University  in  July  of 
1998  after  having  served  as  Dean  of  Northeastern's  Law 
School  since  1 993.  His  top  priority  as  Dean  of  the  Law  School  was 
improving  legal  education  and  the  ethical  standards  of  the  profes- 
sion. Stressing  the  School  of  Law's  hallmarks-academic  excellence, 
experiential  learning,  ethical  responsibility  and  social  justice  -  David 
Hall  called  upon  all  law  schools  to  be  places  "where  the  values  and 
spiritual  foundations  of  future  lawyers  are  nurtured,  challenged  and 
systematically  emphasized." 

In  December  of  1 995,  the  Wall  Street  Journal  published  a  page  one 
article  on  Northeastern  University  School  of  Law  and  former  Dean 
Hall.  The  article  quoted  Harvard  Law  Professor  Charles  J. 
Ogletree,  Jr.,  who  said  that  David  Hall  is  "one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant leaders  in  legal  education  today."  A  course  on  leadership  and 
professional  fulfillment,  which  he  jointly  developed  with  the  law 
firm  of  Hale  and  Dorr,  was  featured  in  U.S.  News  and  World  Report. 


The  most  vivid  recent  example  of  David  Hall's  leadership  during 
his  deanship  was  the  establishment  in  1 995  of  Northeastern's 
Urban  Law  and  Public  Policy  Institute,  an  applied  research  center 
and  information  clearinghouse.  Working  to  bridge  the  often- 
alienated  worlds  of  law  and  the  inner  city,  the  Institute  brings 
together  community  activists,  government  representatives  and 


academicians  to  develop  solutions  to  seemingly  intractable  urban 
dilemmas.  With  a  $  1 .6  million  grant  from  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education's  Urban  Community  Service  Program,  the  Institute  is 
currently  working  with  local  community  groups  on  inner  city 
revitalization  and  violence  prevention  programs. 

David  Hall  served  as  associate  dean  of  academic  affairs  for  the 
School  of  Law  from  1 988  to  1 992.  He  taught  at  the  law  schools  of 
the  University  of  Mississippi  and  the  University  of  Oklahoma  prior  to 
his  appointment  at  Northeastern,  and  practiced  with  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission  in  Chicago  before  entering  academia.  He  has 
taught  courses  in  contracts,  bankruptcy,  sales,  constitutional  law  and 
civil  rights,  and  his  publications  include  works  on  civil  rights,  the 
constitution  and  race,  legal  education,  and  social  justice. 

Born  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  David  Hall  holds  both  a  doctorate  of 
juridical  science  and  an  LL.M.  from  Harvard  Law  School.  He 
received  his  J.D.  from  the  University  of  Oklahoma  in  1 978,  where 
he  was  also  awarded  a  master's  degree  in  human  relations.  He 
earned  his  bachelor's  degree  from  Kansas  State  University  in  1 972. 
Named  an  "All  American"  at  Kansas  State  for  both  his  athletic 
abilities  in  basketball  and  his  scholarly  accomplishments,  David  Hall 
played  professionally  in  Italy  for  two  years.  He  is  married  to 
Marilyn  Braithwaite-Hall,  and  is  the  father  of  three  children, 
Rahsaan,  Sakile,  and  Kiamsha. 

David  Hall  is  president  of  the  National  Black  Wholistic  Society  and 
serves  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  for  numerous 
organizations.   In  1993,  David  Hall  received  the  Massachusetts 
Black  Lawyers  Outstanding  Contribution  to  the  Legal  Profes- 
sion Award.   He  has  also  been  honored  by  the  Boston  Bar 
Association  and  other  community-based  organizations.   In  1997, 
he  was  named  Outstanding  Dean  of  the  Year  by  the  National 
Association  of  Public  Interest  Lawyers. 


AcAdEMic  ReqaIja 


The  caps,  gowns  and  hoods  of  the  academic  procession  date  back 
to  the  Middle  Ages,  when  they  were  common  dress  for  scholars. 
Monks  and  sutdents  wore  them  to  keep  warm  in  the  damp  and 
drafty  1 2th  century  European  castles  and  halls  of  learning. 

The  bachelor's  gown  has  a  pleated  front  and  long,  pointed  sleeves. 
The  master's  gown,  which  may  be  worn  open,  is  distinguishable  by 
its  long  square  sleeves.  The  doctor's  gown  is  trimmed  with  velvet 
panels  and  has  three  bars  on  the  bell  shaped  sleeves. 

The  hood  provides  the  color,  contrast  and  symbolism  of  the 
procession.  Certain  colors  become  associated  with  particular  areas 
of  knowledge.  For  example,  the  hood  border  worn  by  a  doctor  of 
theology  was  red,  a  color  associated  with  the  Catholic  Church;  a 
medical  doctor  wears  a  green  border,  after  the  healing  powers  of 
medicinal  herbs. 

In  Europe,  a  uniform  color  system  never  developed.  However,  in 
the  United  States,  an  intercollegiate  committee  meeting  in  1895 
decided  upon  uniform  color  standards,  assigning  a  specific  color  to 
each  field  of  study.
